It la always seasonable to cull oat 
the nndealrabte ^Irds from a flock, 
says the Poultry Journal. All hena 
that have pasfied their term of ns) ful 
ness should be marketed While cull- 
ing should be cnntinuod throughuut 
the entire year, the most heroic work 
should be done lu the fall. What 
we'call yiartlngs in poultry are tlios<' 
which were hatched the >i-ar bcfori- 
the pullete. They are luuriT two 
years old than one, and make ex- 
cellent breeders. After breeding pick 
out of this flock such as uro cotisider- 
ed unprofltable. What Me cull the 
two-year olds are the ones that ara 
going into their Bocond molt. Very 
often some excellent layers nro found 
among theee, and It pays to keep such, 
but at that age the donor we cull the 
better will be our protlts.
